T here sim ply la no sign of anything having 
been done. It la unbelievable th a t P resident 
Roosevelt would m ake a prom ise so Im port­ 
ant w ithout Intending to do som ething about 
It. T here would be an elem ent of positive 
cruelty In that. 
T he stock excuse for delay in taking ac­ 
tion on closed banks is the difficulty of m ak­ 
ing a p p r a is a l It is no longer acceptable, 
since there has been enough tim e to m ake 
appraisals of every closed batik five or six 
tim es ainee last M arch, th e tim e when most 
of the defunct in stitutions finally closed 
their doora A com petent exam iner should 
be able to determ ine a bank s condition 
com pletely In a m onth. 
D epositors in closed banks are inclined 
to thank President Roosevelt tor prom ising 
them relief, but to blame his subordinates 
for not inuking relief available. T he division 
of gratitu d e and censure is not perfect. The 
P resid en t probably would have done better 
to have understood thoroughly the possibil­ 
ity of accom plishing his promise before he 
m ade it.

Getting the Jump. 
The INtIi amendment will bo repealed 
by the middle of the first week In Decem­ 
ber. 
lf Governor W hite were to call the 
gen*nil assembly Into session Immediately 
thereafter, a satisfactory plan for liquor 
control could not be placed iu effect before 
the first of the year. 
With the utmost haste, it would be im­ 
possible to avoid a period during which 
the state would be wide open, in Itself, 
this m ight not be any great tragedy, but 
there would be needless confusion 
later 
when it becam e necessary to a ssert con­ 
trol. Therefore, a system of control should 
be In existence by the tim e repeal be­ 
comes effective. 
It does not seem wise to look forw ard 
to taking such aa im portant jum p as is 
Coutemplated In national and state repeal 
of liquor laws without knowing som ething 
about a landing place. T he jum p has been 
taken, but there still rem ains the better 
part of a month In which to prepare a 
landing place. 
Joseph N. Ackerm an, chairm an of the 
state senate's com m ittee on liquor control, 
has asked Governor W hite to call a special 
session within IO days to enact law s to 
govern th e liquor traffic. 
It la a better

than

proposed by Governor 
W hite, who announced that he would call 
a special session after the 36th state bad 
voted to ratify the 21st am endm ent. 
The people of Ohio would like to know 
where they are going on this Im portant 
movement away from national prohibition 
tow ard sta le control. 
They would like to 
have had an opportunity to discuss w hat­ 
ever proposals may be m ade to the assem ­ 
bly at greater leugth than will be possible 
in the short time that rem ains. The beet 
thing for the governor to do is to get 
the jum p on sta te control by calling a 
special session before December.

Th© village of Mt. Pleasant w as 
laid out in 1804, six years follow ing 
th e settlem ent of E ast Liverpool 
by Thom as Faw cett. R obert Cm l li­ 
ers and Jess© 
Thom as w ere tho 
m en who perform ed th is prelim in­ 
ary work in its history. Mr. Crotb* 
ers then occupied its ©astern sec­ 
tion and Mr. Thom as th© w estern 
one. 
Initially It was made up of hut 
few long cabins. Following th© w ar 
of 1812 it developed rapidly. T hen 
business aud m anufacturing estab ­ 
lishm ents w ere located In it- Soo-i 
a bank was form ed which was in­ 
corporated for th e sum of $50,000.
